Tammany Democrats, both knew that the 
nomination of Jackson, a Progressive- 
Democrat, meant a further blow to the 
already feeble Tiger— and to them.

Gargling Most Effective Throat Treatment 
, LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


Dr. deadening 


GARGLING IS the most popular 
method of local treatm ent in sore 
throat and colds. 
Its popularity 
rests on the fact that you can do 
it yourself. 
In 
fact, like blow­ 
ing your nose, 
nobody else can 
do it for you. 
The first ul- 
trascientiflc hi­ 
v e s t i g ator of 
gargling was an 
X-ray man by 
the 
name 
of 
Haase. He took 
X-ray 
pictures 
of people gar- 
; ling 
with an 
opaque fluid—a 
barium suspen­ 
sion such as is 
used in examination of the stom­ 
ach, and reported that the gargling 
fluid docs not reach the tonsils or 
the back of the soft palate. 
His findings were confirmed by 
Snow and Stern in New York, who 
used the same method and found 
that during gargling the tongue is 
firmly pressed against the soft 
palate in such a way that liquid 
cannot reach the back regions of 
the throat. 
Then came a Dr. Walker, of 
London, who reported an investi­ 
gation in which he had ten pa­ 
tients gargle with a solution of 
methylene blue. 
An examination 
(made immediately a f t e r w a r d 
showed that in no case had the 
fluid reached the tonsils, the back 
of the soft palate, or the back of 
I the throat. From this, he said, he 
reached the conclusion that gar­ 
gling was an entirely inadequate 
means of introducing an antiseptic 
'medication to the tonsils or palate. 
So much for the evidence against 
gargling, 
; 
In 
defense, 
there 
came 
Dr. 
Kounitz of New York, who replied 
| to the X-ray men that there was 
a good deal simpler way of finding 
whether a solution of 
barium, 
which is visible as a white paste 
to the eye, has reached the parts 


of the throat intended, and that is 
by looking in the throat after the 
gargle. 
If anyone will take the 
trouble to examine the throat of a 
person who has just gargled with 
a suspension of barium, he will find 
that every part of the mouth and 
throat, including the tonsils, the 
soft palate and the pharynx, is 
coated. With the “commotion that 
occurs” during gargling, can any­ 
thing else be expected? 
Methylene Bilic Won’t Slick 
His reply to the methylene blue* 
experiments is that you cannot 
make methylene blue stick to ton­ 
sils or the soft palate. It will dye 
the tongue, but that is all. There­ 
fore, the methylene blue experi­ 
ments are entirely discredited. 
Finally, we have the advice of 
Dr. H. L. Swain, of New Haven, 
that the thing that is needed is in­ 
struction In expert gargling. 
His 
advise is that “The person should 
first swallow the fluid he is about 
to gargle, with the mouth wide 
open, head well back, and then 
gargle it around, as ie the usual 
practice, as long as his breath will 
permit.” 
The point seems to be that it is! 
unnecessary to make the many* 
melodious sounds as of a babbling 
brook in a great hurry, in order to. 
do good gargling, but to move the' 
fluid Around as much as possible 
with the muscles of the throat andj
